Interpersonal Violence

Physical and sexual assault pose a serious threat to the public’s health and safety, affecting not
only individuals but families, employers and neighborhoods. While men experience more
physical assaults overall, women are disproportionately victims and survivors of sexual assault
and interpersonal violence. This can have long-term implications on health and well-being.
Those who have been raped or experience domestic violence may have increased risk for
further injury, chronic iliness, and poor mental health, and often have trouble in accessing and
experiencing medical care. Addressing violence across the lifespan is critical to improve health
in Maine.
